Washington Sept.— While the 
signs of the times portend loss- 
es to the Republicans and while 
the Democratj^ are "cock sure" 
that they will control the next 
House of Representatives It will 
take the Denvocrats a long time 
even with the tide running in 
their favor, to gain the Senate. 
They are already assured of a 
gain in Maine, having won the 
legislature, which elects a suc- 
cessor to Senator Hale, but they 
are due to lose a Senator in Wil- 
liam E. Purcell of North Dako- 
to, who was appointed by 
George Burke to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of 
Hon. Fountain L. Thomas. The 
North Dakota legislature is 
largely Republican and when it 
meets next sping will elect Pur- 
cell's successor. 

Of the thirty Senators whose 
terms expire next March, 
twenty-four are repulicans and 
six are Democrats. The Demo- 
crats gain one in Maine and are 
making vigorous contests in 
eleven other states. Republi- 
can managers profess to see no 
danger except in Indiana. Ne- 
braska and Missouri. Bever- 
idge is having a hard fight in 
the "Hoosier" state but Demo- 
crats disaffection over the se- 
lection of John W. Kern may 
aid Beveridge very materially. 
Burkett is in danger in Nebras- 
ka and Warner's seat is more 
than likely to be occupied by a 
Democrat. 

But the Democrats are mak- 
ing progressive campaigns in 
Montana ior Carter's seat, in 
New York for Depew's. in Ohio 
for Dick's in Deleware for Du 
Font's in Massachusetts for 
Lodge's and in Nevada for Nix- 
on's. 

The Senate stands fifty nine 
Republicans and thirty-three 

Democrats, a majority of twenty 
six for the dominant party. 
Therefore the Democrats must 
gain fourteen Senators befwe 
they can control the upper 
branch of Congress, which seems 
wholly impossible at this year's 
election. 

The next most interesting 
phase of the situation will be the 
strength of the insurgents and 
tariff reforms in both houses. 
The importance of this question 
will be seen when Congress un* 
dertakes, upon the President's 
recommendation, to resume re- 
vision of the tariff by a gradual 
process of taking up schedules 
seriatim.

Frankfort, Ky. Sept. 2b!. - Ac- 
cording to a ruling by Judge 
James Breathitt. Attorney Gen- 
eral, at the request of the State 
Live Stock Sanitary Board, which 
hold a meetinff in the ofAce of 
M. C. Rankin. Commissioner of 
Agriculture, this afternoon, in- 
speetors ean only require the 
dippinp: of exposed or affected 
sheep. No effort will be made 
to have all sheep dipped. 

At the meeting of the board 
Dr. J. Payne, of Washington, 
connected with the Department 
of Agriculture, and I^. E. L. 
Bertram, of Cincinnati, discussed 
with the board the question of 
how beet to protect the live 
Stock of Kentucky against all 
forms of disease. The main bus- 
iness was to sraighten out some 
tangles relating to the powers 
of the county inspectors. These 
inspectors were appointed main- 
ly to see that the scabbies is 
stamped out in this State so that 
the quarantine against Kentucky 
can be lifted. It is working a 
hardship on tho sheep raisers of 
State, and the only way to lift 
the quarantine if to stamp out 
the scabbies. 

Mr. Rankin and Dr. Hayne 
were appointed a committee to 
prepare a set of rules for the 
government of live stock inspec- 
tors in this county. 

Dr. Payne reported that he 
had made an inspection of the 
cattle in Woodford county which 
were thoughtto be infected with 
Texas fever and found that it 
was not the fovtr.

recemmendatlon the legislature turned 
the whole business over to a oommls- 
slon of experts; and all trouble and aran- 
dal forthwith disappeared.

One Ne'w York firm paid the 
farmers from sixty to ninety 
cents a pound for tobacco and 
iilillions besides. Then it was 
reported that this firm merged 
with the trust, and with no com- 
peting buyers prices of tobacco 
went down. The farmers 
ceased to make good living. 
Several towns that onee were 
busy marts are now filled with 
vacant houses, and there are 
many idle plantations. The poor 
and middle class people of the 
South are ready to hear the story 
and explanation of their wrongs.

BURNING THE CROP 
(From the Post, Bainpridge, Ga. 
Sept. 24, 1919.) 

Tuesday morning at day break 
ten thousand pounds of the best 
tobacco in this country were 
burning on the commons at At- 
taiNilgua, the center of the to 
bacco-growing section of Deca 
tur county. As a result of this 
action of the county if wonder- 
i k what it mitDS or foreruns. 
*Me burning was orderly and 
with no undue excitement and 
Bup p oaadly with a purpose of 
which nothing could be learned- 

The boxes were hauled evi- 
dently to the square during the 
sight and at daylight when the 
merchants came down to open 
their stores they were astonish- 



ed to find that a tobacco bonfire 
was being pulled off under their 
noses. 

There was no disorder at all. 

A large banner was nailed up- 
on a mast just over the fire with 
the folkming Inscription : 

RESULT OF OVERPRODUCTION; 
Wl CANNOT SELL IT. WB CAN 
BURN IT. 

It means that the good farm- 
ers of the county have been'driv- 
en to desperation by what they 
consider the machinations of the 
syndicate influences and trust 
combination and unless some re- 
lief of some nature is given 
these people something is liable 
to happen that will cause more 
astonishment than this peaceful 
warning. 

WBIOHING HOGS AND FSID 

One farmer reports that he 
drives his fattening hogs over 
the scales once a week and also 
weighs the feed he has given 
them during this time. In this 
way he knows just what they 
are doing for him and whether 
they are making or losing mon- 
ey. If the former he. knows 
whether they are doing theii 
best, and If the latter he hunts 
for the cause. This doesn't take 
much time and does pay— Kan- 
sas Farmer. 

THE FARM IBAM 

From our experience and ob- 
servation, if we were selecting 
the farm team, we have decided 
that the medium sized horse, 
rather hlocky in build- is best 
adapted to the general farm 
work. While others might b<> 
willing to differ with us. we feel 
that a few reasons why we 
would make this choice would 
not be out of place here. 

We would choose the medium 
size and the blocky builds be- 
cause these animals are general- 
ly more active than those that 
are heavier in weight. They 
often walk faster, and when 
turning at the end furrow or 
corn row they do so with less 
danger to thenselves, with 
greater ease and in less time 
than does the horse that is ex- 
tra large. Then when used on 
soft ground they will often en- 
dure more, as they -do not sink 
into the moist soil as much as 
the heavier aniizutl. — American 
Cultivator.
